On December 6th, the 9th Circuit Court of Appeals served an order on the Federal 
Communications Commission to respond to briefs filed in support of two micropower 
broadcasters. Bill Dougan and Tom Reveille. The order states that "Plaintiff-Appellee 
United States of America and Respondent Federal Communications Commission shall 
each file a supplemental brief addressing (Dougan and Reveille's) challange to the 
FCC licensing regulations as applied to micropower broadcasts. The court is 
interested in the way these regulations serve the public convenience, interest and 
necessity, and the government's interest Involved in precluding micropower 
broadcasts." This order was issued at the request of the National Lawyer's Guild 
Committee on Decocratic Communication, which is handling the defense of Free Radio 
Berkeley and San Francisco Liberation Radio against the outrageous extortion of 
monies by the FCC. Bill Dougan's case (KAPW) was supposed 
December 14th. So far there has been no further word on this o 
above-mentioned cases, (via InterNel/FRB) 

It would further appear that the FCC is desperately trying to increase its' funding 
through arbitrary fines and forfeitures. Recently, AM broadcaster KOA, in Denver, 
received a $10,000 NAL for running five 60-Becond commercials promoting businesses 
in the small town of Cripple Creek, CO, without lagging the spots with the info that 
they were paid for by the town's Chamber of Commerce. Fact is, the station had 
contacted the FCC and inquired about said legality, and had been assurred that 
everything was OK. According to FCC Mass Media Bureau Chief Roy Stewart, "there 
is no logical connection between these businesses and the ... Chamber of Commerce." 
The FCC's sponsor identification rules are intended to protect the public against 
fraudulent advertising, but they are being used to justify this fine. Think about it:

The following report was scheduled for SPECTRUM on 1/22 but was not broadcast

It took 30 blowtorch wielding shipyard workers, being paid a total of $1000 per 
hour, only one and a half days to disembowel the radio transmitters from the Fury 
v radio ship. It happened this past Wednesday and Thursday as the FCC raided the 
seagoing home of Voyager Broadcast Services In Charleston. (SC), Harbor. According 
to the FCC charge the ship was testing their transmitters on the air without a 
license, even though the ship did have a provisional license from Belize. 

A provisional license Is Issued for a limited time and covers the construction, testing 
and limited operation of a radio communications facility without further notice to the 
Issuing country. The Federal Communications Commission, however, only Issues 
Construction Permits which require written notification at the start of each phase of 
the operation. CP's, as they are called, hold no legal status as licenses. It Is 
obvious that the FCC regards foreign Issued provisional licenses as CP's. 

From what can be determined, transmitter testing Into a dummy load may have 
indeed leak out. However, according to Johnny Lightning, copies of RNI program 
tapes already on the ship were duplicated for anyone who wanted copies and this 
past Christmas night some of those tapes somehow got on the air on 7415khz. It 
wasn't until OSL requests came In to RNI's Hyde Park address that anyone 
connected with the venture knew about It. 

It was reported on the Genie computer network that ship owner Scott Becker was 
also operating a shortwave packet amateur radio station from the ship, something 
outside his license privileges since, we've learned, he holds only a Technician class 
license. It was reported to us the Mr. Becker claimed to be operating under a 
license from Belize. 

While we have no exact knowledge as to what the FCC heard to base It's charges, 
since the paperwork Is In the hands of Brother Stair's attorneys, any one, or all of 
these factors, and any more we don't know about, could have been the reason the 
FCC decided to pull a raid Instead of Just Issuing fine*. 

As to the outcome so far, the ship Itself was not seized and there has already been 
an offer to buy the refurbished 6hlp. Only the broadcast transmitters were taken, 
along with some studio equipment. Meanwhile the marine radio transceivers, covered 
under the same provisional license, were not. 

According to Brother Stair It looks like he may be able to get all the transmitters 



rebuilding would be prohibitive. 

There promises to be a lot more on this story, and as soon as we hear from Bro. 
Stair's lawyers, we will be releasing more Information.

The popular voice in Guatemala

On Monday Nov 15. 1993, I had the pleasure of attending a lecture at the Cross-Cultural Learning 
Centte here in London, Ontario The guest speaker was Julia Batrez Lemus, a female guerrilla 
combatant from Guatemala and a Member ol the revolutionary clandestine radio station "LA VOZ 



LA VOZ POPULAR'S initial broadcast was in may 1987. with a transmitter broadcasting from the 
Sierra Madres near the Tajumulco volcano "LVP" signed on the air with their theme song "LA VOZ 
POPULAR." a lively revolutionary song spiced with marimbas. This was followed by the 
Guatemalan national anthem and the message of the URNG (National Revolutionary Unity of 



6 4Spm & 8 00pm-9 00pm, hora de Guatemala, on 7000 kHz and 3500 kHz, both frequencies being 
variable "LVP" is heard regularly in all provinces of Guatemala and Mexico Reception in the 
eapilol is difficult due to Gov't jammers Even the station's 2000 watts of power has trouble 
penetrating the jamming in Guatemala City. 

Since 80% of Guatemala's population is indigenous, the station is faced with many obstacles not 
facing clandestmes in other areas Both language barriers and widespread population present 
problems to the station during broadcasts Many of the local people speak Mam and other local 
Indian languages "LVP" hopes to add mine languages soon 

The station members work in 2 teams, the defensive unit and the Transmission & Proclamation team 
which gathers info to produce programs Since the Guatemalan army is always trying to locale and 
destroy the station, the armed defensive unit must always be at the ready 1-a Voz.

This station, operated by the 
Afrikaner People's Front, operates on FM in the metro Pretoria area from a transmitter in the 
suburban town of Donkerhoek The 'limn describes the APP as "an alliance of right-wing groups 
headed by retired generals " The paper characterizes program content as "ardently Protestant, 
fiercely anti-Communist, and ultranalioiulisl " For example, the South African Attorney General 
recently reviewed the case of a white supiemacisl South African couple who beat a black man to 
death because the man's dog had mated with their mongrel The killers were fined $650 The 
Attorney General's inquiry was to determine if the sentence was loo lenient Radio Pretoria

I've been doing a bunch of research and digging through old ham radio magazines lately. I've 
had a blast and I've dug up some really interesting information. Of course, I've found a ton of great 
antenna articles. But I've also found a few articles that apply to pirate radio (or at least "standard" pirate 
radio transmitters). The two that I can remember off the top of my head are: an article on modifying the 
Heath DX 60B for 160 meters and one article on repairing novice AM/CW transmitters (DX-60s, T-60s, 
etc). I'll try to dig some of this stuff out & nave'em available for an SASE with proper postage. I'm sure 
that alot of people out there could use some of this information. 

$99 Damark power inverter 

Speaking of the DX-60 and T-60, I got an anonymous call today from someone who bought a 300-W 
power inverter from Damark for only $99. The inverter has 2 outlets, is in a heavy-duty metal case, and 
it plugs into the car cigarette lighter. Best of all, it outputs a pseudo-sine wave waveform, not a square 
wave. Before, these small ac-powered transmitters wouldn't operate (or would only operate with a very 
low output) from the old square-wave inverters. On the other hand, the anonymous caller has used a DX- 
60B into a whip antenna with this inverter in a car. He said that the transmitter's transformer hums a 
little, but that hum wasn't audible over the air. Also, he thought that the output was probably slightly 
less than when operated from ac, but he thought that the output levels were probably close. He even said 
that the battery drained very little power after running the DX-60B for 45 minutes with the car turned 
off. 
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country operate from a single, fixed location-their house. Single-location pirating is bad news if you're 
a pirate or good news if you work for the FCC (it's a matter of perspective). With one of these inverters, 
it wouldn't be a problem to broadcast into a whip antenna while driving. Or, if for better signal 
coverage, an operator could simply drive somewhere, set up a good wire antenna, broadcast, tear it 

vn, and leave. If the operator was careful where they operated from and varied the location of the 
operations, it would be very difficult for anyone to locate the transmitter. 

On the other hand, someone might wonder if it would be worthwhile buying a DX-60B for 
about $50-90 and an inverter for $99 when it is often possible to pick up a Heath HW-101 SSB 
transceiver with the matching HP- 13 dc power supply for about $150 or so. Good question. The HW- 
101 can put out about 100 watts of SSB, which would cover a much greater area than the 25 watts output 
from the DX 60B. I guess part of it would have to depend on whether or not the person already owned a 
DX-60B, T-60, HT^O, Globe Scout, Ranger, etc. Other than that, I would suppose that the choice 
would depend on the operator's personal preferences for AM or SSB, and the availability of this sort of
